Health Board Cites Six Purposes 
For Proposed Housing Code 


(First of two articles) 
LISBON — As time draws 
short, considerable opposition 
to 
a 
highly 
controversial 
housing code for the Colum­ 
biana County General Health 
District is developing. 
The proposed code will be 
given its third reading Monday 
at 8 p.m. in Courtroom 2 (Judge 
Richard D. Kennedy’s court­ 
room) at the Courthouse here. 
The third reading had been 
scheduled for the conference 
room in the basement of the 
courthouse annex, but the 
location was changed to accom ­ 
modate a larger crowd. The 
board will meet at 7:30 p.m. at 
the C ourthouse to transact 
som e other business and is 
expected to begin the third 
reading som e 30 minutes later. 
What, if any other steps, may 
be taken after Monday night is 


unknown. Some sources indi­ 
cated they would be surprised if 
the health board takes any 
action Monday night. 
Code Must Be Published 
H e a lth 
C o m m is s io n e r 
William Franks said state law 
provides that the code must be 
published on two consecutive 
weeks before becoming effec­ 
tive. That would indicate an 
effective date in May if it is ap­ 
proved by the health board 
The board is comprised of 
Delm as J. Sanford of Liverpool 
T ow nship, 
president; 
Dr. 
Anthony J. Rich of Unity Town­ 
ship, vice president; Francis 
Bezdek 
of 
Signal, 
Eldon 
Whinnery of Guilford Lake and 
Lynn Leggett of Lisbon. Franks 
is not a member of the health 
board, which is established by 
•the district’s advisory health 
council, composed of village 
mayors and township trustee 
chairmen in the affected areas. 
Housing codes 
have 
been 
sought in past years, but none 
has come as near passage as 
this proposed code, which drew 


the fire of several dissenters at 
the March 17 meeting. 
Health department officials 
and board 
m em bers 
have 
stressed the housing code would 
be Effective only in those areas 
outside the jurisdiction of the 
four city health departments in 
the county — East Liverpool, 
E ast P a lestin e, Salem and 
Wellsville. 
They have stressed several 
tim es’the code is designed to 
protect renters of property, and 
not the owner-occupants. 


Six Purposes For Code 
Six purposes have been ad­ 
vanced by the health board for 
the code. 
They said it is the respon­ 
sibility of the health board to 
protect the health of every 
person, noting there is a rela­ 
tionship between substandard 
housing and poor health and 
that the board “must do what it 
can to assure all persons the 
basic human rights to a decent

Second Still Detained

BOSTON (U PI) — The Soviet 
ship Antanas Snechkus 
was 
bade on the high seas today, 
minus som e of her cargo and 
with strict orders from her 
homeland to observe American 
offshore fishing regulations. 
The vessel, a 503-foot refrig­ 
erator-transport, was released 
Thursday with a civil citation 
for 
illegally 
processing fish 
protected by the new 200-mile 
US. fishing law.

im posed. A sin gle citation 
carries a penalty of up to 
$25,000. 
Another Russian ship, the 
trawler Taras Shevchenko, was 
still tied up at the Boston Coast 
Guard station today w hile 
fisheries agents examined its 
cargo. 
The two Russian vessels w ere 
seized early this week in a 
W hite H ouse-ordered crack ­ 
down on violators of the new 
law that took effect March 1. 
Gosney Sentence 
Eyed During May 


The sentencing of Donald R. 
Gosney of Columbiana, former 
C olum biana County 
D em o­ 
cratic chairman, on a charge of 
em bezzlem en t should com e 
som etim e in May. This is the 
opinion of som e officials at the 
Courthouse in Lisbon. 
Gosney, who at one time was 
an aide to former Congressman 
Wayne L. Hays, who resigned 
his position in view of a sex 
scandal, pleaded guilty to em ­ 
bezzling $67,886 in state license 
plate fees between March 15, 
1974, and Feb. 3, 1975. 
After entering his plea to the 
charge, 
which 
is 
a 
fourth 
degree felony and is punishable 
by a prison term of from six 
months to five years and a SL- 
OOO fine, Gosney was released 
on his own recognizance. 
Earlier this week, a court 
entry cleared his son, Fred, 
who'w as originally charged in 
connection with the fund short­ 
age. The charge was dismissed 
at the cost of the State of Ohio 
Alsp, 
this week, Gosney s 
wife, Leona, was named as offi­ 
cial chairman of the Colum­ 
biana County Board of E lec­ 
tions, a post formerly held by 
G osney. 
Mrs. G osney w as 
named to the board seat in 
August last year, climaxing a 
long standing political fight on 
a state level. 
G osney’s sentencing will be 
by Common Pleas Court Judge 


Richard Kennedy, who said 
Thursday he will assign the 
sentencing for a hearing date 
after the county adult probation 
department makes its investi­ 
gation. 
Queried as to why the case is 
taking so long to settle — 
Gosney pleaded guilty in early 
Decem ber 1976 — the judge 
said it is going according to the 
guidelines established for the 
courts 
Under these guidelines, the 
court has up to six months to 
dispose of a case once a plea 
has been entered, which means 
the case should be cleared or 
disposed of by June 6. 
Judge Kennedy said he has 
instructed the county probation 
department to take the Gosney 
case “in order” and said top 
priority is given to case of indi­ 
viduals who are already incar­ 
cerated. 
Richard Rose, adult proba­ 
tion officer, said nothing has 
been done at this point in re­ 
gards to the Gosney case. 
Rose also said priority is 
given to those already confined. 
Several cases are yet to be 
heard, according to Rose, who 
also Cited the six month factor. 
He said he now is working on 
c a se s for April 
and 
May 
because of the six month dead­ 
line and continued he is not 
holding back on purpose in the 
investigation of 
the Gosney 
case.

Carter Urges Voluntary 
Wage 
o 


UPI White House Reporter 
WASHNGTON (UPI) — Re­ 
jecting 
“ coercive or 
self- 
defeating controls,” President 
Carter today called on govern­ 
ment, business and labor to join 
in the battle against inflation by 
voluntary restraints. 
“There are no magic solu­ 
tions in the battle against in­ 
flation ,’’ Carter said in a 
nationally televised news con­ 
ference called to announce his 
anti-inflation package to the 
American people. 
“It can be won only by hard, 
day-to-day, unglamorous and 
often politically unpopular ef-

forts, and by the voluntary 
cooperation and restraint of the 
American people," he said 
F urtherm ore, C arter said 
“ high unem ploym ent 
is a 
morally unacceptable 
and 
ineffective — way of combating 
inflation and I totally reject 
that approach. Inflation must 
not be attacked by causing 
additional human misery ’’ 
The 
anti-inflation 
package 
calls for voluntary wage and 


price constraints by labor and 
industry, a government crack 
down on price fixin g and 
monopolies and a reduction of 
federal regulation that contrib­ 
utes to inefficient business 
operations that are ultimately 
costly to consumers. 
It also provides for reform of 
rate setting regu lations to 
encourage competition within 
regulated industries, including 
airlines; international agree­ 


ments to make commodities 
available at lower prices and no 
protective action by the US 
government to restrain cheaper 
imports

lias bet'n about 6 per cent. 
Garter said today the admini- 
station would “reasonably aim 
at reducing the rate of inflation 
by two percentage points by the 
end of 1979.”

Counterfeit 
Bills Are 
Passed Here 


While Secret Service officials 
in Canton and Cleveland say 
they have no knowledge of a 
counterfeiting ring operating in 
Salem, three local banks ana at 
least one store have reported 
several bogus bills in the past 
two weeks. 
Speculation about a Salem 
connection for such a ring was 
raised by the arrest of Cathy L. 
Dougan, 23, of 488 E. Perry St. 
Tuesday afternoon at Belden 
Village Mall on charges of 
forgerv. She allegedly tried to 
pass a bogus $100 bill at a store 
there. A search of her car 
turned up four more counterfeit 
bills and 1.6 grams of meth- 
amphetamine. 
She is scheduled for a pre­ 
liminary hearing April 19 in 
Massillon Municipal Court. 
Morris Hollinger, cashier at 
the Farm ers National Bank, 
said the bank has received 
about six bogus $20 bills and one 
$100 bill in the last two weeks. 
He and Dick Greene, manager 
of Consumers National Bank, 
say the $20’s being passed are 
printed on a crinkly parchment- 
type paper which does not feel 
like actual legal tender. 
G reene 
sa y s 
C onsum ers 
Bank has received three of the 
false $20’s in the past 10 days 
Hollinger said the bogus bills 
have no threads or other mate- * 
rial woven into the fabric, as 
does real money. 
The $100 bill received was 
more authentic, and could pass 
“a lot easier than the 20’s,” 
Hollinger commented 
“Everyone should be alerted 
to the fact there is this type of 
contraband 
being 
circulated 
and carefully scrutinize their 
m oney,” he suggested. If a 
false bill is discovered, one 
should attempt to document 
where it cam e from and turn it 
into a bank 
A phony $20 bill is on display 
at Stambaugh’s in the Salem 
Plaza 
Office Manager Irene 
Dill said it was received in the 
last two weeks

“I shall personally be 
kept informed and meet with 
labor and business representa­ 
tives from time to time as the 
need arises,” he said. 


Carter said federal spending 
that equals income from taxes 
and other sources by the end of 
his four years in office would 
balance the budget and restore 
the economy to normal.

Farmers To Increase 
Soybeans Acreage 11%

- 
Farm ers intend to plant vir­ 
tually the acreage of corn as 
last year. But with soybean 
prices booming, growers intend 
to increase acreage of that 
important livestock feed crop 
by 11 per cent, the Agriculture 
D epartm ent rep o rted T hur­ 
sday. 
The report also 
indicated 
farm ers plan to reduce wheat 
acreage by 7 per cent, rice by 14 
per cent and sugarbeets by 12 
per cent, but to plant 17 per cent 
more acres of cotton than last 
year.

1971 and 1975. 
Rhodes said, however, that 
the company is no longer in­ 
volved in real estate develop­ 
ment. He said Jam es A.Rhodes 
& Associates is the sole owner 
of the stock he holds in Wendy’s 
International, a fast foods chain 
headquartered 
in Columbus. 
The governor said he sold all 
the other holdings of Jam es A. 
Rhodes & Associates to his 
form er business partner Fred 
Neuenschwander. 
Neuensch- 
wander now runs the business 
as Fred Neuenschwander and 
Associates, Rhodes said 
The financial disclosure law 
-requires public officials to 
report annually their sources of 
income of over $500 and in­ 
vestments of more than $1,000, 
but does not require them to list 
the exact amount. Rhodes did 
not 
reveal 
them 
on 
his 
statem ent. 
The 
governor 
reported, 
however, that he received at 
least $500 last year from Jam es 
A. Rhodes & Associates and 
from the Jam es A. Rhodes & 
Helen 
Rhodes 
T ru st. 
His 
statem ent says that he is the 
“grantor and beneficiary” of 
the trust. He also listed his job 
as governor as a third source of 
income. The governor’s salary 
is $50,000 a year. 
Rhodes also reported that he 
has an investment of more than 
$1,000 in Wendy's International 
and Wendeast Inc. He said his 
wife has an investment of more 


than $1,000 in Jackson Iron and 
Steel Co. 
The financial disclosure law 
also requires a public official to 
report his interest in real estate 
in Ohio, other than his personal 
residence. 
Rhodes said he has an in­ 
terest in Jakckson Lake on 
Township Road 
in Jackson 
County. 
Public officials a re also 
required to list the names of all 
creditors who reside in Ohio or 
transact business in Ohio to 
which they owe more than 
$1,000. 
Rhodes reported he owes 
more than $1,000 to each of his 
three 
daughters, 
Suzanne 
Moore, Saundra Jacob and 
Sharon M arkham . He also 
reports owing more than $1,000 
to HC. Schott, whose identity 
was not listed 
In his 1975 financial disclo­

Department economists say 
that if grow ers get good 
weather through the rest of the 
season, overall crop supplies 
will be big enough to hold 
average 1977 retail food prices 
to a 4 to 5 per cent increase over 
1976. 
The report, based on an April 
1 survey of grower 
plans, 
showed farm ers intend to plant 
83.9 million acres of com, down 
600,000 acres from plans shown 
in a January survey and 198,000 
acres below last year. 
Soybean growers, many of 
them switching acres from com 
to beans, intend to plant 55.7 
million acres, up 2.6 million 
from the January survey and 
5.4 million acres from last year. 
Com and soybeans prospects 
play a m ajor role in shaping 
future consumer food prices 
because they are the basic raw 
materials for feeding livestock 
and poultry to produce meat, 
milk, chickens and eggs 
Because soybean supplies are 
dwindling following last year’s 
small crop, there have been 
repeated trad e rum ors — 
strongly denied by government 
officials — that the government 
m ight em bargo exports to 
conserve supplies until the 1977 
harvest arrives. 
The plantings report also 
showed that in the wake of last 
year’s record, price-depressing 
wheat crop, planting of durum 
wheat was reported down 31 per 
cent, but this was 14 per cent 
more than growers indicated in 
January. 
Planting of 
other 
spring wheat, however, was 
reported down 14 per cent from 
last year and 4 per cent below 
January indications. 
This would leave overall 
w inter 
and 
spring 
w heat 
acreag e com bined a t 74.4 
million acres, 7 per cent under 
last year, about as indicated in 
January. 
Agriculture economists note 
that if last winter’s droughts 
and freezes are followed by 
good 
spring and sum m er 
weather, their forecast of a 4 to 
5 per cent retail food price 
increase this year would be up 
from last year’s 3 per cent rise 
but would still be well below the 
8.5 per cent of 1975 and the 14 
per cent hikes of the two 
preceding years. 
If the w eather 
is 
bad, 
however, experts say retail 
food prices could rise 5 to 6 per 
cent this year and as much as 10 
per cent in 1978. 
Planting of all livestock feed 
grains — corn, sorghum, oats 
and barley — was estimated at 
129.6 m illion a cres, nearly 
equal to last year. 
Ford Begins 
To Loosen 
Grip On Firm 
DEARBORN, Mich. (UPI) — 
Henry Ford II is loosening his 
hold on the auto firm his 
grandfather founded 74 years 
ago and which he has controlled 
for more than three decades. 
But there is no doubt he still is 
the top man at the Ford Motor 
Co 
“I am first among equals,” 
the 59-year-oId chairman said 
Thursday as 
he announced 
creation of a three-man “Office 
of Chief Executive.” The move 
eventually could put a non-Ford 
at the helm for the first time in 
the firm ’s history. 
If his health remains good, 
Ford will rem ain chairman of 
the auto firm until late 1982 
The Ford family, with its 40 
per cent of the voting stock in 
the auto firm, still would be 
able to wield virtual control. 
There are no firms as large as 
Ford — $29 billion in sales last 
year — that have remained as 
long under control of the 
founding family. 
Ford, who suffers from heart 
disease, has been in virtual 
control of the world’s second 
largest auto firm since 1945 
when, at 28, he took control 
from his aging namesake. But 
he said his own son, 29-year-old 
Edsel, 
still 
does 
not 
have 
enough experience for a top 
management roll 
In the new trium virate, Ford 
will share decision-making with 
President Lee A. Iacocca, 49, 
andPhilipCaldwell, 52, a newly 
elected vice chairm an who until 
Thursday was executive vice 
president for international 
operations 
Ford said 
the 
4rpwould take over many of his 
chores, freeing him to spend 
more time on critical matters. 
Caldwell’s elevation to the 
newly created vice chairm an­ 
ship immediately put him in 
contention with Iacocca to take 
over for Ford when he finally 
retires But Ford could not be 
pressed at a news conference 
into selecting one over the 
other, admitting someone not 
even m entioned now could 
someday become the top of­ 
ficer 
Ford said the Office of Chief 
Executive was created at his 
suggestion to “pave the way for 
a natural and smooth m anage 
ment transition at an appropri­ 
ate time." 
“It is not a plan for im 
m ediate su ccessio n ," Ford 
said, “but it does provide a 
basis for future developments 
as they arise." 
Ford said he will retain the 
dual titles of chairman and 
chief executive officer until he 
becomes 62 and then will stay 
on as chairman until he reaches 
mandatory retirement when he 
turns 65 in September, 1982. 
Ford was emphatic, however, 
that his would be the final voice 
in entice' decisions

The Press: An Enviable Freedom

“ Congress shall make no law 
... abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press.” On 
those few words of the first 
amendment to the constitution 
ultimately rest the remarkable 
rights and powers of the Am eri­ 
can press. It has more effective 
freedom today than the press of 
any other country. 
It can comment uninhibited- 
ly, even mistakenly, on public 
persons; it can publish what the 
government wishes 
to 
keep 
secret; it can investigate sus­ 
pected wrongdoing regardless 
of court proceedings. It can do 
those things under the Constitu­ 
tion; but all the Constitution 
has to say on the subject is that 
one grand, Delphic statement 
in the First Amendment. 
It is the judges of the United 
States, and especially of the 
Supreme Court, who have de­ 
fined the freedoms of the press. 
By way of interpreting the First 
Amendment, they have created 
a complex structure of law to 
which they are still adding. 


In the years of Congress’s 
decline, before Vietnam and 
Watergate, the press took up 
much of the duty of scrutinizing 
the 
executive. 
Indeed, 
it 
became customary to speak of 
the press as the fourth branch 
of government — a misleading 
cliche, since the press is in 
theory and must remain in 
practice outside the 
formal 
political institutions. 
In any 
event, increasingly aggressive 
reporters and editors — and the 
defensive reactions of officials, 
sincere or otherwise 
led to 
legal confrontations. 
The 
jud icial 
focus 
has 
shifted recently in a funda­ 
mental respect. The guarantee 
of the First Amendment, for 
free speech and press, used to 
be a freedom to express un­ 
orthodox ideas. The Supreme 
Court divided over the rights of 
such far-out groups as Commu­ 
nists and Jehovan’s witnesses; 


Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes 
spoke of 
"freedom 
for 
the 
thought that we hate.” 
Nowadays there is little dis­ 
agreement about freedom of 
opinion. As Ju s tice Lew is 
Powell of the present Supreme 
Court put it, “ Under the First 
Amendment there is no such 
thing as a false idea” — one, 
that is, that the government can 
constitutionally suppress. 
The main battleground has 
become, instead, the right to 
obtain and publish the facts of 
public life. 
The United States has no 
equivalent to Britain’s Official 
Secrets Act. Instead of that 
act’s much-mocked presump­ 
tion that no government in­ 
formation of any kind may be 
disclosed without authoriza­ 
tion, 
the American 
rule of 
thumb is that anything may be 
disclosed unless it comes within 
a very narrow category of na­ 
tional defense material. 
The strictest statutes prohibit 
communicating secret atomic 
data and facts related to codes. 
Beyond that, there is a collec­ 
tion of espionage laws dating 
back to the first World War. 
Their language is so turgid, the 
legislative purpose so obscure 
that law reviews have spent 
hundreds of pages trying to 
puzzle out their meaning 
As a rule the government has 
successfully 
invoked 
these 
criminal statutes only when 
defense information was given 
with intent to injure the United 
States or aid a foreign power. 
T here is a classification 
system, and millions of docu 
ments are routinely stamped 
secret or 
top secret. 
But 
classified material is just as 
routinely leaked in Washington 
or used openly by officials. 
Leaking is part of the process. 
If it goes too far, the official in­ 
volved may be disciplined, or 
there may be a political outcry. 
But 
apart 
from 
codes 
and 
atomic secrets, the disclosure 
of classified information is not 
in itself a violation of law

executive to get this kind of re­ 
straint on publication. Those 
two doctrines, together with the 
general aura of First Amend­ 
ment freedom, produced a 6-to-

The dissenters warned that 
American security might be 
gravely damaged, but six years 
later hardly anyone can even 
remember what

Because the justices wrote 
nine separate opinions in the 
Pentagon papers case, it is 
difficult to be sure what rule 
was laid down. But Justice 
Potter Stewart probably ex­ 
pressed the prevailing view 
when he said that United States 
courts should not enjoin any 
publication said to threaten the 
national security unless con­ 
vinced that disclosure would 
"surely result in direct, imme­

Carter And Labor Face Off 


W ASHINGTO N - If Jim m y 
Carter had served his labor 
guests red meat instead of thin 
soup and thinner sandwiches at 
lunch Wednesday (April 6), the 
union chiefs, led by George 
Meany might not have eaten 
him 
up alive — 
politically 
speaking Actually during the 
90 minutes the 15 labor leaders 
munched their spartan tuna 
fish and bacon, lettuce and 
tomato, 
they 
wrote 
some 
mighty tough political graffiti 
— figuratively — all over the 
Roosevelt Room where they 
had gathered at the President’s 
invitation 
Through it all, Jim m y Carter 
smiled, listened, slipped in and 
out for other meetings and 
promised nothing. Vice Presi­ 
dent Fritz Mondale squirmed. 
A late starter, the President’s 
political coordinator, Landon 
Butler, sat in to assess the 
dam age. He seemed 
more 
solemn than Solomonic. 
Rarely has the 82-year-old 
M eany been tougher. W ith 
political killer wasp assaults, 
he stung the President and 
powerful White House policy­ 
makers again and again 
Bluntly, which puts it mildly, 
the AFL-CIO president told the 
new President of the U.S. that 
labor was sharply disappointed 
with him. Meany honea in with 
charges that the unions were 
being insultingly ignored by 
Mr. Carter. Promises to them 
and the people — the working 
people, the poor people — made 
during the primaries and na­ 
tional campaign were being 
broken. 
Furthermore, labor wanted 
to be consulted and heeded in 
advance and not brought in 
after the act and fact for ap­ 
proval or briefing. Through all 
this, Meany was coldly polite. 
SA R C A ST IC A LLY , with al­ 
most four capital decades of ex­ 
perience behind him, Meany 
turned to Charles Shuitze, who 
had been Lyndon 
Johnson's 
director of the Bureau of the 
Budget and now is chairman of 
the President's Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, and asked him 
if he had changed his liberal 
politics since he was last in gov­ 
ernment. 
Big steel union leader I. W. 
(Abe) Abel repeated much of 
what Lane Kirkland had said 
publicly the previous day 
Namely that they had placed 
too much hope on Mr. Carter; 
that they haa chosen the wrong 
candidate perhaps; that they 
thought the President was re­ 
neging on his promises; that 
this is a big business adminis­ 
tration and that the interests of 
the working people were being 
brushed off by the White House 
There was much talk about 
the administration's position on 
the minimum wage proposal. 
The labor leaders wanted to 
know why Mr. Carter had made 
up his mind on an increase of 20 
cents from $2 30an hour to $2 50 


— which they say is "scanda­ 
lously low " and “ below the pov­ 
erty line.” 
They complained they had 
been betrayed by President 
Carter’s refusal to restrict the 
import of shoes which has been 
injuring the dom estic shoe 
industry and threatening the 
jobs of 180,000 unionized shoe 
workers. The President told 
them he understood their point. 
JIM M Y CAr "E R told them 
he was from 
orgia and he 
knew of the : 
_* problem. It 
was hurting the Georgia shoe 
industry. Som e plants had 
closed. He told them Robert 
Strauss, 
U.S. 
special 
trade 
representative, was labor’s 
friend and would protect their 
interests. A loud silence fol­ 
lowed. 
Nearly 
every 
union 
chief 
around the luncheon table got in 
his 
lick. 
The 
Amalgamated 
Clothing and Textile Workers’ 
president M urray Finley and 
the Ladies' Garment Workers’ 
president Chick Chaikin feared 
their needle trades (with some 
800,000 union members) would 
be next down the road of "shoes 
and color television sets.” 
Through it all Mr. Carter 
listened He commented little. 
He made no commitments. But 
there was no doubt of their 
toughness. These labor chiefs 
are shrewd men. They don’t 
threaten. But they made it 
plain. You don’t tell a Presi­ 
dent, especially your President, 
he has broken his promises, 
without implying political retri­ 
bution. 
After the luncheon, one top 
AFL-CIO vice president who 
had been in the Roosevelt Room 
that day, later told a caller

That Won t Wash 


W ASHINGTO N (U P I) — The 
pioneering spirit in this country 
is not dead, just dormant. 
When adversity strikes, the 
traits of perseverance and 
sacrifice that carried American 
frontiersmen over rocks and 
rills and an occasional templed 
hill still come to the surface. 
Evidence of the way our 
hardy heritage lives on may be 
seen now in the Pacific Nor­ 
thwest where a severe drought 
in testing the mettle of the 
citizenry. 
¿ 
It was reported the other day 
that Oregon Gov. Bob Straub 
and his wife Pat were setting an 
example of indomitability by 
using the same bath water. 
That’s the sort of coping with 
hardship that has made this 
country great. 
"D ouble-dipping," as the 
sharing of bath water is called, 
requires real fortitude. P a r­ 
ticularly if one person bathes in 
the morning and the other at 
night. 
Or if one bathes on Tuesday 
and the other on Thursday. 
Bear in mind that the Straubs 
are saving not only the water it 
takes to fill the tub a second 
time but also the energy it takes 
to heat the water. Thus their 
exercise in conservation has 
relevance 
for 
the 
entire 
country, including areas that 
are waterlogged. 
Even now President Carter is 
making the final decisions on 
the energy program he will set 
forth later this month. It has not 
been revealed whether he will 
make 
double-dipping an 
in­ 
strument of national policy. But 
with summer coming on, that 
would be one sure way to get 
results. 
In the summertime, second 
hand bath water saves energy 
two ways. 
First you save the energy 
that would be used heating 
fresh water. Then you save the 
energy that would be needed to 
cool off the house as a con­ 
sequence of the second bath. 
According to an environmen­ 
tal magazine, a tub of good hot 
bath 
water 
produces 
10,000 
BTU s of heat, which is enough 
to keep a well-insulated three 
bedroom house warm for one 


hour when the outside tempera­ 
ture is 10 degrees above zero. 
In the winter, that’s good, for 
it takes some of the load off the 
furnace. But in summer, it’s 
bad, for it adds to the drain on 
the air conditioner. 
There used to be, and may 
still be, a rock group called 
‘Three Dog Night” that took its 
name from the old custom of 
using canine bocfy heat to warm 
the bed in winter. 
Nights that required sleeping 
with a trio of hounds were 
deemed about the ultimate in 
severity. 
In that tradition, the Carter 
administration might wish to 
devise 
a 
sim ilar 
scale 
for 
summer bathing. 
An 
evening 
with 
a 
high 
degree of balminess would be 
designed 
as 
a 
“ Two 
Ring 
Night” — meaning it was hot 
enough to make sharing the 
bath w ater environm entally 
prudent. 
Or you could just forget the 
whole thing and take a cold 
shower.

Court Injunction Is Sought 
Against Teachers In Cincy

CINCINNATI (U PI) - Offi­ 
c ia ls of th e strik e -p la g u e d 
Cincinnati public school system 
sought a court injunction today 
to end a three-day teach ers’ 
strik e that has kept m ore than 
half the 3,000 teachers and 
65,000 students out of class­ 
room s. 
But striking teachers indicat­ 
ed they would disobey such an 
injunction and school officials 
sa id 
im position 
of 
O hio’s 
Ferguson Act, a law prohibiting 
public employes from striking, 
m ight be next 
‘T oday we will seek a court- 
ordered injunction to try to stop 
the 
strike,” 
said C incinnati 
School Board President Henry 
K asson, ad d in g th a t the bo ard 
also would seek to end benefits, 
such as hospital paym ents, for 
striking teachers. “W e’re not 
th a t 
fa r 
aw ay 
fro m 
the 
Ferguson Act.” 
A test of the Ferguson Act 
appeared likely because Roger 
S tep h en s, p re sid e n t of the 
striking Cincinnati Federation 
of Teachers, indicated an in­ 
junction won’t end the strike 
“ If an injunction would be 
issued, we would feel com pelled 
to disobey it,” said Stephens. 
The school board's first legal 
step cam e as the strike aim ed 
at winning teacher pay 
in­ 
c re a s e s 
e n te red 
its 
th ird 
straight full day. 
T eachers and students stayed 
aw a y from 
c la ssro o m s 
in 
slightly larger num bers T hurs­ 
day than on W ednesday, but the 
num ber of substitute teachers 
called in by adm inistrators also 
in c re a s e d and 
a ll 
schools 
rem ained open. 
A ssistan t School S u p e rin ­ 
ten d e n t R aym ond B ro k am p 
reported that 
1,682 teachers 
w ere absent Thursday, 1.269 


w ere present. W ednesday, 1,610 
teachers w ere reported absent. 
CFT officials contended that 
teacher absences actually w ere 
higher — estim ating that 1,800 
teachers w ere out W ednesday 
and about 2,000 Thursday. 
Only half the students showed 
up for school Thursday — 31,615 
a b se n t an d 31,317 p re se n t, 
a cc o rd in g to school b o ard 
figures. On W ednesday, 26,524 
w ere absent. 
Substitute teachers increased 
from 205 W ednesday to 260 
Thursday. 
“ W e’re having no m a jo r 
difficulties a t the schools,” said 
B rokam p. “All schools a re open 
and we project they will con­ 
tinue to be open.” 
Stephens said the increase in 
teacher absences showed the 
strike is getting stronger. 
‘T h e re is no doubt that we 
h av e w on c o n v e rts,” 
said 
Stephens, 43, an English tea­ 
cher. “We are continuing to 
show the school board, which 
insisted we couldn’t produce a 
strike,

Stephens has done several

Convict Requests 
Action By Court 


L ISBO N — Another legal step 
in an attempt to have his con­ 
viction set aside has been filed 
by Jam es R. Mishelek, 31, a 
prisoner at Lucasville peniten­ 
tiary. 
In the latest action, Mishelek, 
serving a sentence in the peni­ 
tentiary along with Richard 
Michael Temple of Columbus, 
for the 1973 holdup and assault 
on two customers at the Wil­ 
liams Gun Shop on Jennings 
Ave., Salem, has asked the Sev­ 
enth District Court of Appeals 
for a writ of mandamus to re­ 
quire Judge Warren Bettis to 
answer his petition for post­ 
conviction relief to vacate and 
set aside the judgment in the 
case, which has been in the 
courts, including the Ohio Su­ 
preme Court, nearly as long as 
Mishelek and Temple have 
been imprisoned 
In asking the appellate court 
to issue the writ of mandamus, 
Mishelek claimed he had re­ 
ceived no answer on the merits 
of his petition by April 7 al­ 
though he had sent a petition for 
post-conviction relief by certi­ 
fied mail to Common Pleas 
Court on March 3, and for­ 
warded by special delivery to 
the court on March 18, a motion 
to rule on the face of the sub­ 
mitted petition. 
“The court has not responded 
whatsoever to all my efforts,” 
Mishelek asserted He termed 
the refusal to comply as “arbi 
trarv, unreasonable and un­ 
just.”

Several Cases 
LISBON — A probation in­ 
vestigation has been ordered 
for Ronald Scott of Teegarden 
Ave., Salem RD 3, after he was 
permitted to plead guilty to the 
lesser offense of petty theft as a 
result of plea bargaining. 
His $5,000 recognizance bond 
was continued by Judge J. War­ 
ren Bettis after the state said it 
would not oppose the change of 
plea to guilty to petty theft. 
Scott and Jeffries Ingledue of 
5616 Yates Rd., Salem, were in­ 
dicted in January for grand 
theft of a woman’s gray winter 
coat Dec. 17 from Strouss’ in 
Salem 
A probation investigation is 
being made of Ingledue after he 
pleaded guilty to the lesser of­ 
fense of petty theft in the same 
case a month ago. 
PROBATION TERMS have 
set for Debbie Taylor Haddox, 
21, of East Liverpool, and Perry 
Hooper of Hammondsville after 
they were returned from re­ 
formatories in connection with 
at least two aggravated bur­ 
glaries in East Liverpool and 
Newell. 
Each was placed on proba­ 
tion for five years, the woman 
on 10 terms and Hopper on 
seven. 
Her terms set by Judge Bettis 
include no association with 
three others involved, no in­ 
volvement in drugs, including 
marijuana, restitution on terms 
set by the probation depart­ 
m ent, no association with 
anyone of known criminal ten­ 
dencies and no ownership or 
possession of any firearms. 
SHE HAD BEEN sentenced 
in December to a four to 25 year 
sentence in the Women’s Re­ 
formatory at Marysville for the 
aggravated burglary Sept. 8 at 
the home of Sharon Quigley of 
East Liverpool. 
Hopper was placed on proba­ 


tion for five years on seven 
terms set by Judge Richard D 
Kennedy, 
prohibiting 
the 
ownership or possession of any 
firearm s, no contact with 
Mickey and Debbie Haddox or 
anyone else with known crimi­ 
nal tendencies, and to co-oper­ 
ate with county authorities on 
any detainer order from West 
Virginia. 
Hopper, 19, was sentenced 
early in January to six months 
to five years in the Mansfield 
R eform atory after pleading 
guilty to a charge of grand 
theft 
He reportedly took a 1975 
Chevrolet half ton truck Sept. 8 
from East Liverpool Central 
Service. The truck later was 
found in a strip mine pond near 
West Point, and police said it 
was used in connection with the 
Quigley burglary and the bur 
glary of a residence in Newell, 
W Va. 
The public defender’s office 
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was appointed to represent 
Bobby Ray Smith, 22, of East 
Liverpool, when he appeared in 
custody of the sheriff Wednes­ 
day on a bench warrant issued 
by the court on March 4. A $2,- 
000, cash or surety, bond was 
set by Judge Kennedv.

Israeli Envoy 
To U.S. May 
Be Replaced 


JERUSALEM

Samcha Dinitz, Israel’s am bas­ 
sador to the United States, may 
be replaced after next month’s 
elections, government sources 
say. 
The sources said Thursday 
that 
E p h raim 
E vron, 
55, 
currently the deputy director- 
general of the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry, is likely to replace 
Dinitz if the ruling Labor party 
is called upon to form the new 
government. 
In an unprecedented move, a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
announced 
T hursday 
th at 
Evron’s appointment as am ­ 
bassador-designate to London 
had been w ithdraw n. 
The 
spokesman said Evron will stay 
on as special political adviser to 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
until after the May 17 elections. 
A top political source said 
D efense 
M inister 
Shimon 
Peres, who succeeded Prim e 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin as the 
Labor party’s nominee for the 
premiership, personally asked 
Evron to give up his London 
posting. 
Rabin withdrew as a candi­ 
date for prime minister April 13 
because of charges brought 
against his wife for keeping an 
illegal bank account in the 
United States. Rabin was fined 
$1,600 as a co-holder of the 
account. 
G overnm ent sources said 
Rabin will take a leave of ab­ 
sence soon and will turn over 
power to Peres until the elec­ 
tion. 
According to the political 
commentator of Israeli televi­ 
sion, Peres also is likely to 
ord er the rep lacem en t 
of 
Shlomo Avineri, the current 
director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry. 
Peres, considered a hardliner 
on Middle E ast policies, report­ 
edly is opposed to Avineri’s 
dovish views on a solution to the 
Arab-Israeli conflict-

Co unty Meet Format Disturbs Salem

The 74th Annual Columbiana County 
Track Meet will be contested this year in 
one division and with no emphasis being 
placed upon a team championship for the 
first time in history. 
However, the oldest county track meet in 
the entire state of Ohio does not make such 
a move without stepping on the toes of 
several individuals — namely coaches. 
Surprisingly, one of the individuals who is 
vocally against such a move is Salem’s 
Coach Walter “ Bing” Newton 
“ I am not against many of the changes 
made,” Newton told The Salem News yes­ 
terday, “ but I am against the way it was 
done 
namely without consulting the 
coaches involved in many circumstances.” 
Principals of the 11 Columbiana County 
schools met several weeks ago and were 
advised of several changes that Salem 


principal Randy Engle, along with several 
other school principals, felt would lead to 
improvement in the county meet. The 
county meet, which at one time was the 
premier track meet of the season for most 
county schools, has experienced a dwin­ 
dling of interest in recent years. 
Principals were asked to return to their 
respective schools and vote on the proposed 
changes after conferring with their coaches 
and athletic directors. 
Among the changes were: 1. To compete 
in just one division instead of two; 2 to hold 
the meet on a Monday, May 2, in Salem, 
rather than on a weekend; 3 and that no 
team standings would be tabulated if the 
rr 
was contested in one division By 
ha . mg all 11 schools compete in one divi­ 
sion, it was hoped that the emphasis would 
be placed on 15 individual winners, so- 
called ‘True County Champions.” 
“ I ’m not saying that the changes were 


good or bad,” Newton said, “ but I just feel 
that the principals should work more with 
the coaches and try not to be so dicta­ 
torial.” 
“ I think,” he continued, "if we are going 
to run the meet with emphasis on the indi­ 
viduals — as in the district and state meets 
where individual effort is emphasized — I 
think we should change the name of the 
meet It is no longer a County Track Meet, 
it is a classic or invitational and should be 
run that way.” 
Looking back into the history of the 
county track meet, it wasn’t until the early 
1970s and the advent of the state’s move 
towards three divisions, that county 
coaches voted to change from one division 
to two. 
“ I remember when the vote was taken,” 
Newton commented, “ the vote was 9 to 2 in 
favor of changing the format to include two 
division. The only schools against it at that 


time were East Liverpool 
and 
East 
Palestine. 
“Still, I really don’t care how many divi­ 
sions are held, my only real beef is about 
the way the team championship has been 
abolished and without conferring with the 
coaches. I think that the team aspect is the 
best. The way it stands now I might as well 
just take off my Salem jersey and compete 
as an individual.” 
Newton advised that his feelings were 
based solely on coaching philosophy and 
had nothing to do with the fact that Salem 
has won an unprecedented six consecutive 
county titles. 
“ We may not be good enough to win the 
county title this year,” the veteran of 10 
Quaker seasons continued, “ but that does 
not bother me. What disturbs me is that the 
way the county meet is set up now, it is 
against all our coaching philosophies. 
“ In coaching we try to emphasize that 
each individual does the best that he can 


possibly do. Then we take all those individ­ 
ual bests and mold them into a team effort. 
That is what all successful coaches and 
teams do and have to do. What do you think 
makes Austintown Fitch so tough? They 
never keep coming at you, whether they 
are fighting for first place or fifth place. 
“ What the principals have done here is 
hurt us in our effort in drawing young men 
together in a team effort. It hurts the 
athlete who may never be able to win a first 
place in the county meet. That athlete is de­ 
prived of the chance of going all out for a 
fifth place finish, which would make him 
feel that he is part of the team effort.” 
The Answer? 
W'ho knows? Newton, and several others 
like him, feel that the team standings 
should be added to the meet this year, but 
that several revisions should be made next 
year, under the advisement of the coaches. 
“ I see nothing wrong with changing the 
name of the meet and calling it a classic or 


invitational,” Newton added. 
Then, i 
Salem has four good athletes and United or 
East Palestine have six. they will be the 
athletes invited. Entire teams will not. 
“ I ’ll admit, as will every other coach, 
that perhaps the c o u n ty meet, as we enow 
it, has become outmoded. It 
to be that 
the county meet was THE M EET of the 
year. As the larger schools grew, perhaps 
because of the size of the smaller schools 
competing in the c o u n ty , we grew more 
towards bigger meets and the section I. 
Through all the red tape and comment, 
several schools (including the host school 
is upset with the new format of the county 
meet. The county meet, simply because it 
is the oldest meet of its kind in Ohio, should 
continue in one way or another. But how i 
continues, remains as a major point o 
controversy. If something is not done to 
satisfy all interested parties, the 74-year- 
old county meet may never see its 75th 
birthday.

f. Gout treatment update 


DEAR DR LAM B - I have 
a foot problem, down by the 
side of my big toe that has 
been diagnosed as gout 
Please give me a remedy, diet 
or what-have-you, for this con­ 
dition. It is very painful and I 
feel like I really need some 
relief. Are there foods that I 
should not eat? 
D EAR R E A D E R - Gout is 
caused by an excess produc­ 
tion of uric acid by your own 
cells. Because older concepts 
of the disease persist many 
people do not understand why 
the treatment has changed. 
The old idea that a gouty in­ 
dividual ate rich foods, drank 
wine and was obese is not 
true. The diet is important but 
it is less important than good 
m edical 
treatm ent 
and 
regular follow-ups by your 
doctor. 
The basic misconception is 
that the gout comes from 
what you eat. If it did I 
suspect that most of our pop­ 
ulation would have gout from 
eating too much and eating 
the wrong foods. 
Uric acid is a byproduct of 
the formation of nucleic acids 
in the nuclei of the body cells. 
Since your cells are constant­ 
ly regenerating and new cells 
are replacing old ones the for­ 
mation of nucleic acids is a 
constant process. 
The medicines you need are 
those that prevent your cells 
from producing too much uric 
acid. That is the newest and in 
many cases the most effective 
treatment. The other methods 
of 
tre a tm e n t 
in c lu d e 
medicines that increase the 
elimination of excess uric 
acid by the kidneys (but if you 
have suppressed uric acid for­ 
mation in the first place this 
may not be necessary) and 
medicines to relieve that 
severe pain of acute attacks 
such as you have now The 
treatment of the acute attack 
is different from the long 
term pervention of future at­ 
tacks and gouty arthritis.

Everyone who has gout should 
be followed regularly by a 
physician and should take 
medicines as needed to keep 
the uric acid level down 
The most rigid diet may not 
decrease the uric acid level 
very much But a gout patient 
should be on a diet that 
eliminates obesity or prevents 
it. The diet should be at least 
moderately restricted in fats, 
particularly saturated fats, 
and cholesterol. The diet is 
designed to decrease the high 
incidence of heart disease that 
occurs in gout patients. 
A fasting diet, or too rapid 
weight loss, may cause mus­ 
cle cell destruction and cause 
an acute attack of gout. To 
give you a better understan­ 
ding of gout and what to do 
about it I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 2-3, 
Gout, Uric Acid. Others who 
want this information can 
send 50 cents with a long, 
stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for it.

D EAR DR LAM B - I have 
been using polyunsaturated oil 
for frying and have read that 
it becomes toxic when it is 
heated. Now I am confused. 
What can I use? 
DEAR R E A D E R - Throw 
away whatever you are 
reading and use polyun­ 
saturated oils if you want to. 
It is not true that heating 
polyunsaturated fats will 
make them toxic. It is not true 
as some “ pseudo” health 
magazines have stated that 
heating will convert polyun­ 
saturated fats to saturated 
fats. 
If you reuse the polyun­ 
saturated oils for cooking, 
eventually they will develop 
an unpleasant taste. This 
change will occur long before 
any other changes occur that 
would have any importance to 
your health

Dayton Strike 
May Curtail 
GM Operations 


DETRO IT (U PI) — General 
Motors Corp. may start curtail­ 
ing some manufacturing opera­ 
tions on Monday if a 5-day-old 
strike by 4,700 workers at its 
Delco-Moraine manufacturing 
plant in Dayton, Ohio, is not 
settled. 
Negotiations in the contract 
dispute were moved to Detroit 
Thursday in an effort to end the 
walkout by members of United 
Auto Workers Local 696. It 
began Monday when negotia­ 
tors failed to reach agreement 
by a strike deadline. 
‘The strike could begin af­ 
fecting GM manufacturing 
operations on Monday and 
assembly 
operations 
very 
shortly afterwards,” GM said 
in a statement. “ Continuation 
of the strike could affect most 
of GM’s car and truck opera­ 
tions.” 
The strike is over a new local 
non-economic contract to sup­ 
plement the national three-year 
agreement signed between GM 
and the UAW last fall. UAW 
spokesmen said the stumbling 
blocks appeared to be work 
standards and health and 
safety matters, non-economic 
issues not covered in the 
master agreement. 
The plant produces automo­ 
tive brake systems, 
engine 
bearings and automatic trans­ 
mission components. GM said 
the first plants that would be 
affected are 
those 
which 
receive parts from the strike­ 
bound Dayton facility. 
A GM spokesmen said the 
bargainers, 
headed by 
GM 
Labor Vice President George B . 
Morris Jr. 
and UAW Vice 
President Irving Bluestone, 
made no visible progress 
Thursday in sessions that 
continued into the late evening. 
The participation of the top 
company and union officials 
was seen as a sign of the critical 
nature of the strike. 
Despite the threatened pro­ 
duction interruption, the trade 
publication Ward’s Automotive 
Reports says that with auto 
assembly plants running nearly 
continuously on overtime, the 
1977-niodel year should be the 
second best in history. 
The .industry’s statistical 
publication said the heavy 
production schedules should 
result in output of just over 9 
million cars by the end of 
August, topped only by the 9.9 
million cars built in the 1973- 
model year. 
Despite shutdowns of four 
small car assembly plants this 
week, production by Saturday 
should reach 203,166 cars this 
week, 39 per cent above the 
same week last year when

Prime Minister Says 
Progress On Rhodesia Talks 


Hinges On U.S. Involvement 


S A L IS B U R Y , 
Rhodesia 
H JPI) — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith says progress in the 
search for majority rule in 
Rhodesia hinges on active 
involvement by the United 
States. 
Smith made the statement 
Thursday as the State Depart­ 
ment 
announced 
that 
the 
United States, until now on the 
sidelines, would be willing to 
co-sponsor with Britain any 
new conference to work out 
Rhodesia’s future. 
Smith returned Thursday 
from Cape Town, South Africa, 
where he said he had a "good 
meeting” with British Foreign 
Secretary David Owen. He said 
he was "a little more optimis­ 
tic” than before. 
The two men were to meet 
again in Salisbury Saturday to 
discuss the possibility of a 
conference to work out a 
constitution for Rhodesia under 
black majority rule. 
Owen’s visit to Salisbury was 
scheduled despite a recent 
statement by British Prime 
Minister James Callaghan that 
it ‘‘would not be fitting" 
because 
Rhodesia 
is 


"technically 
a 
colony 
in 
rebellion.” 
Smith said the decision on 
who would attend a constitu­ 
tional conference has not yet 
been made but he said he wants 
American involvement in such 
a meeting "immediately.” 
. “ I believe that the involve­ 
ment of the United States can 
only assist us in what we are 
trying to do,” he said. 
“ The leader of the non-free 
world is on the other side and 
therefore if we are going to get 
anywhere we’ve got to try to 
bring in the leader of the free 
world. Otherwise the thing is 
completely unbalanced and I 
don’t believe we are ever going 
to make any headway.” 
He said the Americans must 
"participate to the full” in any 
constitutional conference. "In 
other words to co-chair the 
meeting ... I would hope that 
they would work together — 
Britain and the United States.” 
Asked if he has any indication 
such an involvement is in the 
offing, he answered with a firm 
"Yes.” 
Smith 
praised Owen 
as 
"completely honest” and sin­ 


e 


cere in his intentions. 
Smith’s willingness to discuss 
holding a constitutional confer­ 
ence represents a dramatic 
shift from his previous insist­ 
ence that 
the controversial 
blueprint drawn up by former 
Secretary of State 
Henry 
Kissinger was to be the basis 
for majority rule. 
The blueprint, welcomed by 
Rhodesia but turned down by 
black nationalist leaders, prov­ 
ided for establishing an interim 
e-majority rule government 
efore drafting a constitution.
